And because sound insula- 
tion was such a high priority 
in Crown Victoria's design, 
sound deadening materials 
are used extensively in 
strategic areas of the body to 
help keep normal vehicle 
operating sounds out of the 
interior compartment 
Crown Victoria's suspen 
sion system has been exten- 
sively revamped to provide 
a more controlled ride. The 
front end, for example, is 


designed for better direction 
al stability and reduced tire 
wear. New front and rear 
stabilizer bars produce better 
roll control. And the nitro- 
gen gas-pressurized shock 
absorbers have been tuned 
to optimize ride comfort and 
vehicle control. 

For those who frequently 
have occasion to take a full 
entourage and/or a lot of 
luggage along, the optional 
rear air suspension automati- 
cally adjusts its air springs 
based on the load. The 
result is enhanced ride 
smoothness whether it’s just 
the driver or six adults and a 
generous collection of bag- 
gage and other gear. It’s a 
useful and convenient sys- 
tem, and it’s not available on 
other automobiles in Crown
